Tho actual fact; of an American :war 


made an immediate appeal. It shook 
th« colleges to their foundations. How 
hihly sensitive and bow thoroughly ri- 
sponsh'e,college men w«re was jderaon- 
«trat«'d. in-most Startling fashion. The 
•fact that tho Commander-in-chief • of 
•tho army aud.iiavy was a college man 
of itself -wan .interesting. That ho s,et 
forth a great humanizing talk wan sig- 
niflcant anil irrc-siKtible. They' too had 
n great hope;' they shared'his expec- 
tancy.' The tight was a fight for world- 
wide democracy.. It jwns .to be the 
most idealistic^war 'in human • history. 
.Wilson ' also , was a 
dreamer. Other 


dreamers miist help hjiri lend the war. 
This- buttle more than past battles ov- 
etf, was to' be,"fought by'the school- 
master«." It -was a content between 
tho American schoolmaster and his i- 
•itali and the German -schoolmaster and 
bis- ideals. It was assupremc challenge. 
These men-did not suddenly decide 
that what yesterday was wrong -was 
today right. They did not become mil- 
itarists overnight. They still Abated 
war and all, to brood of brutalities 
that blight the bodies and souls of 
men and women and children. But 
they felt that the most cherished as- 
pirations'of the race, .the 'results of 
centuries of human struggle, were a- 
bout to be swept, away in a torrent 
of hato. The .elemental .impulses -of 
savages must be stayed. The flow-of 
tho blood of Europe must be stanched. 
The time had come to enforce .peace, 
The insistent cnll came to tho paper 
league outlined for thin purpose to 
;orivert their specifications into deeds. 
Theory^ust be transformed into prac- 
tice. 


But even more striking than this ap- 


parent reversal of the college man 
ITOS the im-mod-atc appeal to the col- 
leges for leadership from officers of 
government, civil, and military. 'In ev- 
ery section of the country represent- 
ntives of the military, tha. Rod Cross, 
tho Department of Agriculture, called 
into conference college executives and 
laid before them the dependence of the 
government in tho emergency upon 
her best-equipped eons. College men 
had the training of body and mind and 
conscience. Without such 
leadership 


as college men could give the cause was 
lost. The loaders required must be 
mtn of personality, of character, of 
comprehension. The. government in- 
stinctively turned to .the colleges in 
their search for the elemental quali- 
ties, which guarantee man-power. Tech- 
nical training in military matters the 
college mc"n did not have;, they did 
have somewhat in food production and 
conservation. But they had the cap- 
acity.to learn nnd learn quickly The 
government would build her fighting 
machine for every trench from the first 
line to the farm on the essentials of 
manhood. Those sh» *ound in process 
o'f development in the American -Col- 
cgcs. It was an official vote of eon- 
idenee in the institutions whoso pro- 
duct was called the day before Im- 
nractical and visionary. 


And what of the response ? It was so 
ihcnomcnal as to arouse the fcor that 
the colleges wonlc: be depopulated. Ev- 
en early in tho spring students wore 
equipping ambulances and organising 
units, many of which saw service in 
Trance. They were raising funds for 
prison-camps, and taking an increas- 
ng interest in tho progress of the 
war. When their own country entered 
the struggle college students were so 
stirred that as some frankly expresseed 
the situation, "No studying was being 
done." Many college presidents urged 
students to enlist and they responded 
vith alacrity. Seven'hundred students 
eft the University of Michigan before 
,hc close of th.0 school year; 800 loft 
Yale for military service. The same 
.tidal wave was sweeping 
over t'"1 


schools of the 'r.tire country. Scarcely 
less stirred were faculties and officials. 
Credit for the remainder of the year 
was pretty goierally extended to1 stu- 
dents entering the military or agri 
cultural .service of the country.

legcs.and universities hastened to place 


exceeded- many budgets.'' JThe-,> heavy. 
loss in, students foreshadowed -for-the 
coming year' meant' proportionate - loss

For you must remember" that 
this ,wculd be multiplied by three ade- 
quate'lyto represent-all the,-coli«ges in 
the country. 'That total would be more 
than 45,000. There can be little ques- 
tion about this: possibly the figure is 
too low. All types of institutions and. 
all parts of tha'country arc here rep- 
resented, nnd this is tho loss from the 
college section alono. Graduates and 
professional students would greatly in- 
crease the quota. 


That this,' tremenduous exo ";is has 


occurred without keen sacrifice on .tho 
ittrt of the colleges Is unthinkable. 
The loss wns primarily in men on 
whom institutions have relied for the 
virile .quality of their training. The. 
decrease in registrations of male stu- 
dents; this fail co'rrosponded almost 
exactly with Uio estimated total loss, 
some 13,600. There was a slight in- 
crease in the enrolment of women.

cited as typical: Harvard's total at- 
tendance dropped from 4,707 in 1916. 
to 2,833 in 1317; University of Wiscon- 
sin from 3,414 to 2,436; University of

evidences,' hbw«ver, are to be found in 
the selection of courses, especially in 
the language'departments.

'nstitutions 2 only indicated that, there 
had been any increase in -the number 
of students taking German, and 9' re- 
rorted the -department normal. In al1 
'others the clns-is in German—especial- 
ly beginning classes—felt strongly the 
effect of the 
« ar.1 Some schools had 


no beginning students,- and at least 2 
of the 45 found themselves entirely 
without a German department. It is 
again significant that the French clas- 
ses showed a marked increase, fre- 
quently 100 to 300 per cent, corres- 
pon,ding to the loss in German, and that 
some of the u.nguajre interest was 
also transferred to Spanish. Student 
attention-also turned ..in-,a'marked de- 
gree toward studies which relate..to 
the war. This impetus, is felt espec- 
ially by departments in chemistry and 
history. In short the students now in 
school, to nn unprecedented degree, are 
there for business and especially for 
that which relates to the business of 
war, so that we need hay'e little fear 
that the quality of our future leader- 
ship is as yet seriously impaired. 


Certainly this is not tf>i: time, while 


we.are in the midst of a lifc-and-dcath 
struggle, to pr^ss the claim of any one 
part oaf the body politic for recognition 
of its service. Individuals and even 
institutions am swallowed up in'a great 
cause, and the local or narrow point 
of view would be. impertinent. Never- 
the -less elcmints are to bo found in 
the college situation to-day which may 
\>-c!l be a cause of rejoicing, to nil true 
friends of.education, and food for ser- 
ious thought to the general public. 
Oncu ligain have the co^egcs hi' an 
hour of trial demonstrated beyond the 
possibility' of question that they are 
entitled to respect and veneration. The 
professor can no longer be regarded a? 
a species 6f harmless animal life. The 
gulf between the theoretical nnd the 
•practical has been effectively bridged 
by the. fact that the government turns 
to school laboratories and technic in 
its hour of no»il. 
' There is no' way of determining the 
number'of men who are now engaged 
in research work for the government.

The work being done by the Quakers 


's -unique . in the annals of warfare. 
This sect, although unalterably" op- 
posed to war, could not be-satis'fied to 
assume a negative attitude -in

world cataclysm. At 'their own' ex- 
iciise of scores of thousands -of dol- 
lars they arc equipping and "training 
college men and women and sending- 
'.hem—to France for. various types of 
^construction, work. They' take with 
hem machinery, tools, seed, clothing; 
material for houcos, and they are re- 
building the lands and homes devasta- 
';ed by war and re-establishing French 
families with what success they can'in 
heir .former domestic relations. This 
i-ork is-rccognized'and approved by the 
jovernmcnt as a department of the 
:ivil branch of the Red Cross. 


That mental discipline is not synony- 


mous with delicate physique nnd shelt- 
sred'cnvironmcnts.-but forms the basis 
for' a wonderful transformation from 
the peaceful student to the effective 
officer must be set down to the credit 
"of the school. Outstanding beyond all 
other facts .is the conviction which 
must be forced- home to every true 
American that moral education, what- 
ever estimate Germany may place upon 
it, is not a myth.

:an camps, and appealed to the Presi- 
lent and Congress to 'establish en- 
iirc prohibition as a war measure. The 
methods of - our scientific men are a 
tribute to the moral element in Amer- 
can education. They are working with 
their consciences as well as with their; 
'ntcllects. They are not seeking to de- 
/iso diabolical methods of hoightonr; 
'ng suffering or causing unnecessary; 
death. They would -win the war.'jwitli- 
the least .possible infliction of/pain 
and loss of-blood. 


If this is a war between the-German 


•schoolmaster nnd tha American uchool- 
naster, as has been said, we are in- 
Iced willing to commit with confidence 
::he leadership' of our cause to those 
who h.avo had the training afforded by 
;hat most unique institution, the Amcr-

college, and-to pay again a trib- 


ute of respect to that" pervading in-
